CAVE CITY, Ky., Feb. 2.—Hope 
came with the dawn today to Sand 
Cave, where in one of the crooked 
little crevices 150 feet the 
entrance Floyd Collins, years 
old, has huge 
boulder, morning. 

A sqtad of men, with a portable 
drill, left Louisville early today. A 
truck was here, ready to transport 
the equipment to the cave, six 
miles away. With the drill, the 
men hoped to cut away enough of 
the stone to release the victim. 

His strength slowly ebbing, Col- 
lins devoted his conscious moments 
to directing the workers, who for 
more than 40 hours have been 
chipping tiny flakes from the huge 
rock in a_ futile effort to release 
Collins’ foot, all that was between 
him and safety.

present Congress. 

It is not to be expected that the investigation can be 
concluded and final action taken by the present 
House. But if the inquiry is not started by this 
House it will be long delayed. The next Congress 
may not meet until December, and if nothing is done 
in the matter of the English case, proceedings will 
have to be taken up anew, the investigation ordered 
and conducted by a special committee. All of this 
will take time, and it may be a year and a half before 
action is taken either to vindicate Judge English 
and clear his court of the cloud of accusations and 
distrust which seriously interfere with its useful- 
ness; or, in the event of condemnation, to remove 
him from the bench, and thus purify the Federal 
judiciary. ’ 
' Time is a vital factor in determining the guilt o 
innocence of Judge English and his former referee 
in bankruptcy. Until that is done, existing condi- 
tions continue. The Court is under grave sus- 
picion, the great dissatisfaction and distrust whith 
had been aroused previous to publication is intensi- 
fied by publicity and by the evidence laid before 
the House. Four affidavits embodying specific 
charges of misconduct have been submitted to Speak- 
er Gillett and referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
A mass of other evidence, with the names of wit- 
nesses, has been submitted. The resignation of Mr. 
Thomas from the office of referee in bankruptcy, the 
resignation of Judge English from the directorship 
of one of the banks which have been connected with 
the scandal, emphasize the gravity of the situation. 
Altogether, five banks have been involved in the 
charges of impropriety. 

All of these things should be thoroughly cleared 
up at the earliest possible moment. They bear heav- 
ily upon the important question of popular con- 
fidence in and respect for the courts. 

To the Post-Dispatch, viewing the case from .the 

standpoint of the public welfare and the interest of 
the Federal judiciary, the shortness of time of 
the present House ought not to enter into the ques- 
tion of starting the investigation. The vital ques’ 
tion is, Does the evidence justify an investigation? 
Is there need for an investigation? Ought a Judge 
against whom grave charges of misconduct have 
been brought and evidence of distrust and lack of 
confidence has been submitted, to be permitted to 
rest under this cloud a day longer than is actually 
necessary? . 
Judge English ought to be pressing for an inyesti- 
gation. He is entitled to it. On the contrary, his 
friends are protesting vigorously against an investi- 
gation and are trying to suppress all inquiry. Under 
the circumstances, the duty of the House to proceed 
forthwith to institute an inquiry seems to be clear. 
Representative Dyer of St. Louis is the ranking 
member of the Judiciary Committee. He is familiar 
with the situation, and many of his constituents are 
directly interested in the court of.the Eastern IIIi- 
nois District which adjoins St. Louis on the east. 
He isa man of experience in Congress, and capacity 
and energy, who has a record of vigorous work to- 
ward ends that he believes to be good. He can do 
a valuable public service by pressing for a prompt be- 
ginning and conclusi®n of the English investigation. 
We appeal to him to see that the intolerable situation 
existing in Judge English’s court be brought to an 
end.

Six private homes were raided in Williamson 


County, Ill., Friday afternoon by klan officials and 
deputized klansmen in search of liquor, but liquor 
was found in only one.

The raiders, representing the klan in action, a

“It was prohibition that killed the anti- 
child labor amendment to the Constitu- 
tion,”’ Mr. Antwine said. 

“As long as the Federal police power 
occupied itself quietly and unostentatiously 
with such matters as counterfeiting and il- 
licit distilling there was no objection to it; 
but when the country woke up and found 
the Federal dry cop standing beside its bed 
wanting to know if there were any home 
brew on the premises, the whole situation 
faced about. 

‘The vote against the proposed amend- 


ment which sought to stop the exploitation 


of children in industry does not mean that 
the country cares to have children exploit- 
ed in this way. What the country had in 
mind was that such a prohibition would be 
in the hands of agents of the Government 
who would be sure to abuse their power. 

“This, indeed, is what defeats all human 
ideals at last. They can be practiced only 
through human agencies, and this very 
soon renders them ‘intolerable. I don’t 
know whether it is because there is a type 
that gets a Federal police badge or the 
reason is that wearing such a badge un- 
hinges one’s reason; but whatever the 
cause, these people are with us and have 
always been with every other nation the 
worst tyrants with whom we have had to 
deal.

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YOUNG VIOLINIST MAKES HIS 
DEBUT AT SYMPHONY CONCERT’ 


John Corigliano of New York 
Shows Technical Skill and Musi- 
cal Understanding. 

With the Bruch G Minor con- 
certo as his offering, John Corigli- 
ano, a young New York violinist, 
made his St. Louis debut with the 
Symphony Orchestra at its popu- 
lar concert yesterday. An Auer 
pupil, he is a credit to that great 
teacher, for despite a squeaky and 
poor violin he made his instru- 
ment sing notably in the adagio. 


Corigliano is 4 musician of prom- 
ise. His technical skill is unques- 
tionable. He has an endowmen’ 


ing, and these kept the show-qtli- 
ties of the Bruch concerto sub- 
servient to its beauty of content. 
Though tried and trusted of vio- 
linists for years, it was not, as he 
played it, trite. His encore num- 
ber was the Dvorak-Kreisler “Sla- 
vic Dance.”’ 

Max Zach's “Oriental” march 
opened the program in commem-' 
oration of the death of the former 
St. Louis conductor on Feb. 3, 
1921. An interesting and - melodic 
program included Mendelssohn’s 
“Ruy Blas” overture, Saint-Saens’ 
“Wheel of Omphale,” with its spin- 
ning and whirring rhythms, the 
Glazounoff Valse de Concert in 
D major, and Sibelius’ colorful 
and “passionate symphonic poem, 
“Finlandia.”’ 

It was a concert well received by 
the audience, and the orchestra re- 
sponded with Beethoven's “Turkish 
March,” his Minuet in G, and Saint- 
Saens’ “The Swan” as extra num- 
bers.—H. R. B.
